BRITAIN'S OVERSEAS .TRADE 
DISAPPOINTING 


REASON FOR DECLINE 

In the monthly review for August 
of Barelays. Bank, Limited, of Lon- 
don, it is- stated that, although. 
owing lo the uperation of special 
faetors, too much importance should 
not He attached to variations in the 
Board of Trade returns from “month 
to month, the contraction in the 
figures .of the overseas -trade of 
Great Britain in June was, neverthe- 
less, disappointing. As a partial ex- 
planation of the decline, it las been 
officially suggested that some part of 
the imports and exports which would 
normally -find a place in the June 
records, may this year have been in: 
eluded in those for the preceding 
month, as a result of variations in 
the promptitude with which the re- 
turns are furnished to the Customs 
authorities. Whatever-ihe cause may 
be, however, the fact remains*® that 
the total of £49.9 millions for Bri- 
tish exports was lower than in any 
month since . Deeember 1926, when 
trade was adversely affected by the 
prolonged dispute in the coal indus- 
try. 

The reduction in the June figures 
has. had a marked effect onthe sta- 
tistics for the first. half of 1929, but 
as the following isble shows, British 
exports were somewhat higher than 
[a year ago. although re-exports and

Arrivals of raw sheep’s 
and lambs’ wool were greater, ‘both 
in volume and in value and the aver- 
age cif. price per Ib. rose to 1s.”

As 
was to be expected, some recession 
in quotations has taken place with 
the advent of the summer months 
and the average fo.b. price per ton 
in June of 15s. i1d5 compared with 
16s.

In spite of keen competi- 
tion, British coal exports to the Scan- 
dinavian market have increased and 
shipments to Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark, both ‘in June and in the 
first half of 1929, were greater than 
in the corresponding periods 2 year 
ago, while exports to France and 
Belgium were also appreciably larg: 
er. The better conditions experienced 
in the coal- industry, particularly in 
the early months of the current year, 
are reflected in-the statistical sum- 
mary, recently issued -by the Mines 
Department, of the working results 
secured in Great Britain during the 
March quarter of 1929. These figures 
disclosed.an average profit of 9.15d. 
per ton and the cecasion was the 
first since the beginning of 1027 that 
a surplus had been realised, all dis- 
tricts, with the exception of Durham, 
showing a profit.. It is. probable, 
however that the results for subse- 
quent months have beén rather less 
favourable.” : 7 
Shipping Tonnage 

Daring July, the industry. has 
been affected by a shortage 
of shipplag tonnage, which has. caus- 
ed some irregularity in the working 
of the pits, but, nevertheless, produc- 
tion has been maintained at a fairly 
high level, although. the number of 
men employed has declined. - Towards 
the clase of the month, the President 
of. the Board of Trade made.an im- 
portant announcement in the House 
of. Commons to the effect that as a 
result. of consultations with. the re- 
Presentatives of the minérs’ snd: the 
voalowners,: the Government ‘proposed 
to “introduce :legisla 
dealing’ with hours ‘of labour. and 
other -factors affecting the. industry.

A certain amount. of seasonal 
quietness has been experienced in 
the iron and steel industry, but, gen- 
crally speaking,- the outlook is re« 
garded fairly favourably. Demand 
for pig-iron continues good and, in 
spite of the increased output; supplies 
are barely sufficient -for requirements, 
Production of pig-iron in June again 
rose and the total of 657,800 tons 
was. the. highést monthly figure re- 
corded sinee May 1927, while, at the 
close of June, 165 furnaces were in 
blast, against 159 at the’ end of May 
and 132 at the commencement of 
1929. Stee] outpat in June continu- 
ed at-a high level, but was slightly 
lower than“in the preceding month. 
Imports of iron and steel in the first 
aix months of 1929 showed a mark- 
ed contraction eomparel with a year 
ago, but exports increased, the total 
of 2.2 million tons comparing with 2:1 
million tons in the first half of 1928. 
The rise in exports was mainly due 
to heavier shipments of pig iron and 
ferro-alloys,. although semi-finished 
rolling mil] products were also sent 
abroad in larger quantities, Exports 


of finished iron and steel goods de-{. 


clined, the decrease in shipments of 
mailway material alone, almost entire- 
ly offsetting increases in galvanised 
sheets, tinned plates, wrought tubes 
and cast pipes. _ 

An outstanding feature of the 
trade returns during, the current 
year has been the increase in’ exports 
of new ships,. the total of £8.4. mil- 
fons for the first six months of 1929, 
being £3.8 millions greater - than a 
year ago and £6.8 millions more than 
in the corresponding period of 1927. 
According to Lloyd’s Régister Ship- 
building Returns, the gross tonnage 
of merchant vessels under censtruc- 
tion in Great “Britain and Ireland on 
June 30 was 1,453,906 tons, against 
1357.375 tons on March 81, 1929, 
and 1.202.610 tons on June 30. 1928: 
The tonnage of vessels building in 
overseas” yams was 1,384,819 ‘tons, or 
onty 48.8 per. cent. of the total ten- 
nage under construction throughout 
the world, compared with 51.2 per 
cent. for Great Britain and Ireland. 
During the second auarter of 1929, 
vessels launched from British yards 
aggregated 392.888 tons, while new 
ships, representing 428400- tons, were 
commenced. The -tonnage of moter 
ships building in all-parts of the 
world on June 30 was 1,432,220 tons, 
of which’ 590,429 tons were under 
construction in -Great Britain and 
heland, and 841,791 tons in other 
countries. : as 
E Cotton Industry - 

In the cotton indusiry, fears of a 
stoppage of work as a result of the 
demand by the employérs in the spin- 
ning and yeaving sections for a re 
duction in wages equal to about 12% 
per cent., coupled with uncertainty re- 
garding raw materia] prices and the 
usual seasonal influences have had an 
adverse effect on business during the 
past month and the demand for both 
yarn and piece goods has been of small 
dimensions. Although the Ministry of 
Labour were able to bring about 
negotiations between representatives 
of the employers and the trade unions, 
with a view to a peaceful settlement 
of the wages dispute, no agreement 
between the. parties was reached and, 
unfortunately, & widespread stoppage, 
involving about 450,000 operatives, 
eamménced an July 29, Exports of 
pleee goods in June- were lower in 
volume than in any month since 
August 1921, but the ficures for the 
first half of 1929, compared with the 
same period of 1928, revealed a slight 
increase in volume, althorgh the value 
was only £52.1 millions, against £53.6 
millions. During the. first six months 
of the Current year, smaller shipments 
te Bombay resulted in a decrease in 
exports to India, in spite of the fact 
that other Indian outlets took larger 
quantities. A considerable increase 
occurred in exports to China and Hong 
Kong, Egypt and British Malaya, but 
takings by ‘Switzerland recorded a 
marked contraction. Yarn exports, 
both in June and in the first half of 
1929, were lower than in the corres- 
ponding periods a. year ago. 

Raw Local: 

Business in the woollen industry has 
remained on somewhat restricted lines, 
‘partly owing to continued uncertainty 
with regard to the wages question and 
to raw wool prices.

Sir Ernest was the third son of 


Educated at 
Mill Hil} School and University Col- 
lege, London, he entered the, Japan 
Consular Service as a student inter- 
preter at the age of 18, became an 
interpreter four years later, and 
was appointed Japanese Sceretary 
to the British Legation in 1868. 
During those years he acquired such 
4 profound .and intiniate know- 
jiedge of the Japanese language, his- 
tory, art, customs, and even modes 
of thought, that while the Japanese 
respected him as a scholar, they 
were rather afraid of him as a man. 
It is said that he would never keep 
books but that country, as he 
found them all so hopelessly wrong. 
In 1885 he was appointed Agent 


jand Consul-General at Bangkok, and 
fa. year

later Minister-Resident 
the interval- been called to the Bar 
at Lincoln’s Inn, he became Minis- 
ter-Resident at Montevideo. He held 
the latter position for five years, 
when he was transferred to Moroc- 
co as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary. 

Admirably as he carried out his 
duties in these separate spheres, it 
can hardly be denied that his heart 
and interests lay in the Far East, 
and it was with a feeling of glad- 
ness that after two years in Moroc- 
co he.became, in 1895, British 
Minister at Tokyo. 

Victims of Boxer Fury 

Tle remained in Japan for five 
years, and then, in 1900, he was 
transferred to Peking as British 


| Minister in succession to Sir Claude 


Macdonald. It was a time of im- 
ents in China. Baron von Ketteler, 
the Germzn representative, had 
been murdered by Chinese troops in 
Peking; Sir Claude himself had 
barely escaped with his life during 
the siege of the Peking Legations, 
and during that year, 1900, no fewer 
than 240 missionaries, mainly Bri- 
tish, with their wives and children 
had fallen victims to Boxer fury. 

Sir Ernest entered on his duties 
in Peking in October, 1900, two 
months after the siege of the lega- 
tions had been raised. He faced 
his task with unperturbable calm. 
He knew the Chinese language as 
well.as he knew the Japanese, and 
he ‘had a clear insight into the 
workings of the Celestial mind. 
With all his skill and finesse as a 
diplomatist, there was a good deal 
of the old Adam in him, and he 
sp*edily showed that he was a man, 
with whom there could be no trif- 
Hing. 

At the end of a straight talk with 
Prince Ching the latter informed 
him that the murderer of certain 
English missionaries in Hunan had 
been executed, and in inviting him 
to the imperial reception at the 
Summer Palace, expressed the, hope 
that the incident would be consider- 
ed “closed.” Sir Ernest’s reply 
took the form of a flat contradiction 
of the story that the crime had been 
expiated, and a blank refusal of tha 
invitation. 

In fact he proved to be a little 
more Chinese in skill and knowledge 
than the Chinese themselves. A 
curious illustration of this was 
afforded in the correspondence over 
the murder of -the missionaries. 
Into one communication a Chinese 


official had insinuated certain obs- 
cure, archaic characters, which, 
being interpreted, -formed a deréga- 
tory reference tO Britain. “None 
‘but a consummate master of 
Chinese would have detected it, and 
@ very sharp note followed Sir 
Ernest's receipt of the document.

FATAL GOUT 


AN ETON MASTER'S 
SUICIDE 

A sad fatality was revealed w- 
cently at an inquest held at Wind- 
sor on Mr, Hugh MacNaughten, 
Vice-Provost of Eton, whose body 
had been yeeovered from the 
Thames.

| fect. It is not intended to treat of 
damage from collision, stranding, etc., 


because no designer can be expected to | 


| legislate for that type of damage. 


| Damage occasioned iby ordinary fair 


wear and tear is, in some measure, 
within the scope of the paper, as care- 
ful design may have a considerable 
hearing on the extent of’ and liability 
to such damage. . 
The paper, however, is principally 
in 
parts of the structure after the ship 
| has seen some service; such damage 
‘| may not be of a major character, and 
cannot be laid to the account of the 
foregoing: agencies, but it is of suf- 
ficiently frequent occurrence and a sut- 
ficient- source of trouble to call for 
serious attention.

| at various patts of the hull, damaged, 
‘connections to transverse ‘bulkheads,

frame-brackets, in the double-hottom

‘the ends of ertetioris stich. as bridges 
f and dong poops, and the disturbance 
found in decks at the: corners of open- 
ings, éte. 
Crack: are sometimes found in the 


_| shell-plating at the fore end of mer- 


chant- stéamers, sametimes after only 
| one or two years ‘service, but usally 
after longer periods, although it is in- 
teresting ta note that. in some ships | 
they never appear. There is usnally 
very marked Iccal corrosion in the form 
| of a groove along the line of the erack, 
and sometimes it is only by Seraping 
and sealing that this-grpove is discover- 
| ed and the crack located. . . 

In 1913 the late ‘Dr. Thearle wrote a 
paper on this subject entitled “Notice 
on Some Cases of Fatigue in the 
Steel Materia! of Steanrers,” in which’ 
he deseribed sume of the cracks found 
in, the shells at the fore end. To over- 
come this trouble various remedies have 
been tried, such as attaching. double 
riveted shell lugs to broad ‘stringer 
plates, fitting btams on alterate frames, 
and connecting the intermediate“frames 
by brackets ‘or lugs to the “stringer: 

plates, but none -of :these ~ remedies,. 
venarately or combined, has proved 


‘| infallible. 


If an outside shell plate has several 
cracks, repairs ate usually effected by 
renewing the plate. If an inside plate 
is not tag badly cracked, the cracks are 
electrically welded and a doubling plate 
fitted. The first. method is expensive, 
and.the ~second unsightly and unsatis- | 
factory, but both are obvious, and - 
thare does not appear to be a great. 
choice. of alternatives. Many reasons 
have been cited for the presence of 
‘these cracks, sich as shell plating be~ 


ing too thin, frames too weak, panting |: 


Stringers too stiff, or a- combination of 
these causes, 

it may. be thatthe frame“on ‘which 

the panting beam is fitted is too’stif? 

-| in-telation ‘to the intermediate frame,- 

which - is only. restrained by its: con- 


“nection te a plate stringer.” ‘The siting: 
ter itself may “give” in a vertical 
direction, thus allowing’ movement. 
about the heel or. rivet attachment of 
| the stringer lug} in any case, it is al- 
| ways difficult to te sure that shell lugs 
‘are “faying” properly. Whatever may 
‘be the cause. cracks are found in 
‘ shell plating, and, in addition, the 
| vivets in. the connections of the inter- 
mediate frames to the stringer plates 
are frequertly found slack. - 

Abaft the forepeak, ‘similar cracks 
in the shell plates are found in-way of 
the panting stringers, and, more fre- 
quently, at the after end of the 
brackets attaching. intercoastal string- 
ers to the peak bulkheads. The same 
methods of repair are adopted here as 
in the peaks. 

Alternative Ford-End Construction 

In an attempt to provide a structure 
fH which will be less liable to such dam- 
: age. the British Corporation have in- 
sraqueed, in their rules,.an alternative 
form off fore-tht conatruction which 
has been adopted with ‘great unanimity 
by shipbuilders and shipowners alike, 
and might be used as a guide to future 
repairs on the ordinary fore-end eon: 


Feo is  eracked at the top of the con- 
nection, the usual repair is to fit a 
small doubling. or ecop and partly re- 
new the’ margin plate. There is 
great diversity of opinion as to the 
respective efficiencies of plate or angle 
gusset connections. Plate gussets have 
certain obvious advantages, and, if 
thick enough, have proved very effec- 
tive. 

An angle gusset is, no doubt, effec- 
tive when the angle is of sufficiant size 
and thickness: the distance between the 
first rivet in the frame bracket and 
that through the ‘tank top is kept as 
smal? as practicable, and the tank re; 
verse bar carried as near the knuekle 
as possible, - This latter point is -one. 
which might with advantage receive 
greater consideration than it often 
gets. It goes far also to ensure a satis- 
factory regult.to have the holes in the 
gusset angles punched small and 
drilled through in place to the proper 
size, or, alternatively, to drill the holes 
through the tank topand reverie angle 
from the ‘gusset. . 

“At the top end, the flange of the 
beac\et floor should be extended so as 
to cross the bulb of the angleror re- 
iverse flange of the channel or bulb 
frame. All these points may seem very 
trifling, but itis attention to such 
smail details that results in an owner 
“swearing by” a builder. ° 

It has proved a difficult problem to 
make a connection toa horizontal mar- 
gin plate which will be free from ir: 
tating and, in some cases, serious minor

Cracks.ir the stem plates at the after 
edge of the’ stom, and atithe heel of 
the first frame abaft the stem, are also 
of frequent-octurrence. It-is general- 
ly- found that these cracks occur in ships 
whore theres not’ a sufficient number 
of breast hooks; or :avhere the distance 
from the stem't>.the first frame is too 
great. The -uwal means adopted: for 
repairing such damage is electrie weld- 
ing, or cropping ‘and renewing part-of 
the stem plate, but these means can 
only be temporary in their effect, and 
more internal.stiffening is the only 
permanent’ cure. 

The shell plating in way of horizon:

found damaged. The same type of 
shel] damage js also found in the way 
of . so-called “ripping”. brackets at 
wehs, extension brackets at the ends of 
fluts, such as funnel recess tops, and.

In certain eases it may 
even be said that Such trouble is inevit- 
able if the connecting angle is single, 
If the connection is made by double 
angles. and a lug is fitted at-the back 
of the reverse angle inside the tank, 
the connection may porsibly prove satis- 
factory in sevice, and this indicates 
the usual method of repair to the 
single form of connection. 

Experience has shown that the best 


job is a T-bar connection associated | 


with special care in drilling through 
the holes. Primarily, however, the 
matter is one of deign. It is certain 
that unless the floor plate‘is properly 
stiffened immediately under the point 
of the frame brackel, deflection occurs,

cannot be damaged in service, if there 
is sufficient power.io drive the ship 
fast enough and, the captain uses it.

When the psecantions taken by ci 
engineers to carry such a load on solid 
ground are considered, it cannot be 
said that the usual arrangements 
adopted in a ship are exeessive. In 
any -case,’ it is impciative that no 
liberties should be taken with these 
‘arrangements. and a thoroughly sound 
bearing job should be provided, 

Tank Ends" 

Tank ends o1 watertight division's in 
the double-kottom often require repair 
even when clear of the engine and 
boiler-room tanks. Except in very old 
ships, the damuge is nearly all: con- 
ffined to the top of the houndary bar, 
and generally to tint of the top bar. 
The trouble takes the form of o deep 
groove or Hine of corrosion to which it 
is aseribed, probably rightly, and this 
ultimately develops into.a crack. Nor- 
mally such ends are stiffened by 
means nf th or 3%-inch angles 
spaced 3ft. apart. It is not an unusual 
thing to find a defection of %in. or 
even more on these stiffeners under test 
conditions, depending on the head used 


.| and the depth of the tank. 


It is verhans not generally. realised 
that if these divisions were regarded. 
as decp.tank bulkheads, the stiffeners 
would he of 5iu. bulb angles in the case 
of a ship with a double-bottom 42in. 
deep and a-draft of 26ft. Having re- 
gard to the conditions of restraint, it 
is probable that such stiffeners are not 


"| altogether necessary, but as even a 


‘in, deflection either way is quite a 
considerable. movement im a ‘short 
length, -it will be realised that some- 


thing better than a 3in. or 34ain. bar 


is called for. 

The structure at the ends of eree. 
tions, such 45 bridges and long poops, 
especially in els of 400ft. and above, 
isa part that liable to damage, and 
in some vessels is a constant subject 
for repair. Generally peaking, 1m 
carrying out repairs those responsible 
are content with patching—that is, 
fitting double plates in way of the 
cracked topside strake and renewing 
rivets. ete. It is recommended that 
efficient and sufficient staying be pro- 
vided ‘in way-cf the end plates of the 
bulwark, and where the rail ber is 
ne. carried up to the bridge deck or 
is not of sufficient arca it should be xe 
carried up in the first instance’ ‘and 
sufficient face area-provided in uny 
case, with,an adequate connection to 
the bridge stringer - plate. 

It is sometimes found that the rivets 
in the bridge deck s‘ringer angle are 
slack, particularly in vessels’ of 450£t., 
in length and over, and it is only a 
mukeshift merely to renew these rivets, 
If there is not sufficient height. of 
bridge sheerstrake above the stringer 
plate to allow of a larger bar being 
fitted with an. extra row of rivets, 
checks ‘shonld be fitted under the 
stringer plate for four ar five spaces 
from the bricge front or poop front 
buikhead, : ; 

Deck Supports 

Deck supports, such as beams and 
girders,. especially at corners’ of cas- 
ings and hatchway ends, sometimes 
sustain more or less serious damage, 
but always of a particularly annoying 
nature te the owner on account of the 
cargo which may be spoilt. There is 
no doubt that, in such places, the best 
vf workmenskip is essential, but, on 
the other-hand, careful attention to de- 
tail in design will greatly help to mini- 
mise daénger. In some cases, such as 
hatch end beams in ’tween decks, where 
on account of head-reom the depth of 
the beam must be kept as small as pos- 
sible, it has 
small depth means large deflections 
and consequent mavement at the corn- 
ers of hatchways, where there is a con- 
tentrated load. 

In the hold the hatch end beam may 
be, say, 21 ‘nehes deep, but in the 
‘tween décks, for the same span, 15 
inches is probably all the depth that 
can be spared. It is not difficult to 
bring up the strength of the beam by 
adding face areas, but it is not so easy 
to keep deflection within reasonable 
fimits, and it is perhaps on this ae- 
count that the twin-channel hatch-end 
beam arrangement is such a suecess in 
practice.‘ Properly tied together and 
with effective gusset strangements at 
and around the hatch corners they give 
an excellent impression of stability. 
It is suggested that in fitting such 
gussets in continuation of the hatch 
eide-cammings, great attention ‘should 
be paid to the deck lugs, and especially 
that they be made a proper fit between 
the beam flanges. This also applies to 
brackets at pillar heads, as there 
seems a tendency for the hatch end 
beams tp cant, and eases have been 
found of cracked deck plates at the end 
of the Ing; for the same reason it is 
advieeble to make all extension 
brackets long enough to allow of 2 con= 
nection being fitted to the next beam. 

Provided the pillars are properly ar~ 
ranged, -and -the girders effectively 
scarped into casings, thére is seldom 
trouble of the kind under diseussion in 
@ two-row ship, and there is much to 
@ said for fitting girders’ all fore-and- 
aft in-line. with the ‘hetch, side-coam- 
ings in 2 , single-row ship having. a 
centre line of pillars or centreline 
bulkhead. Such. an arrangement _is 
lighter than the ordinary centreline

Captain Godinez Narrates His Life Story

Yloylo (or Tloilo), the © second 
port of the Philippine Islands, 
under the United States merchant 
fieg. Leaving that por. on Septem- 
ber 1, with a cargo of timber and 
ballast, she. encountered hetvy 
seas, but by steering south far off 
her course, she was able to avoid 
ihe two typhoons which caused 
such terrible havoc when they 
struck the Philippines. Notwith- 
standing the dirty weather, how- 
ever, she behaved with dignity, 
rolling only very slightly. Her 
tendency is to pitch rather than 
roll. ‘ 
. Built in Seotland 

When f chartered a motor boat 
and.  clambered aboard the 
schooner (writes a “China Mail” 
representative) her master, - Cap- 
tain E. Godinez, invited me up to.

His home is Louisana, U.S. In 
Oriental shipping circles he. is 
popularly known as “The ‘Lucky 
One,” having been the muster of 
various ships for the past 16 years 
without having once been caught 
in the typhoons common to the 
part of the globe he ‘navigates. 
Tn addition te his American Mas- 
ter’s Certificate, he is the proud 
holder of .a British Merchant 
Navy First Mate’s ticket. 

Sea War Thrills” 

Buring the World War Captain 
Godinez -was for eleven days a 
prisoner on hoard a German sub- 
marine, after the American ship 
which he was commanding was 
torpedoed off the coast of Par-] 
tuga He and his crew of 28 
were picked up in small boats and 
kept on the submarine. until she 
halted a Norwegian freighter, the 
“Tromp.” off Wales, to which they 
were. pul aboard, unharmed, even- 
tually ‘being landed at Barry. 

As he went on board the sub- 
marine in his pyjamas, a German 
officer gave him an overcoat, 
which is still in his coveted pos. 
session. Captain Godinez is a 
Spaniard (a naturalised “Ameri- 
can), a8 is his second officer. His 
two favourite mottoes are “Let 
not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid’’—(John XIV:27); 
and-“Fear is the proof of a de- 
generate mind”—(Vergil) The 
spirit of these aphorisms has help- 
ed ta carry him through on many a 
hazardous: trip.

Regarding the charge of assault 
against Mrs, Wong's son, Mr. Lo 
entered a plea of guilty and, in ex- 
tenuation of the offence, pointed to 
the precocity of the girl, who had 
been caught committing thefts.‘ 

Mr. Hazlerigg said he saw no 
justification for the extent to which 
the assault was-carried, and which 
he considered was very serious in 
View of the ‘girl’s position. 

‘A fine of $50 was imposed on the 
charge of assault. , 

Dealing with the remaining de- 
fendant, Mrs. Li Wong Shi, the 
Magistrate waid he had carefully 
considered the evidence and the 
position appeared. to him to be 
quite clear. It was established, in 
the first placé, that a sum. of money 
(95 or $190, the amount being in 
dispute} was paid by Mrs. Li Wong 
Shi to the girl’s parent; that upon 
the transfer of the girl, Mrs. Li 
Wong Shi. received a document, 
which Dr. S. W. Ts'o informed the 
Court, was in the form used as a 
deed on the presentation of a mui- 
tsai. The character appearing on’ 
the document to describe such trans- 
fer was used for the word 
“presentation,” and Dr. Ts’o said 
that that character at once dis- 
tinguished the relationship between 
a mistress and a mui-tsai.
